Department of Public Works em- 
ployees succeeded in their public 
bid for coverage under the state 
Civil Service Law, winning 
approval Tuesday by just 112 
votes, 

The result was a surprise to 
most observers, including Town 
Hall members of the Andover 
Employees Assoc, who were

Service question was 4,223 Yes 
votes and 4,111 No, There were 
1,449 ballots left blank on this 
Question. 

Scattered observers said they 
had heard some resentment ex- 
pressed publicly by people who 
took the position that Town 
Manager Richard Bowen should 
not have been so out spoken in 
his opposition to the employee 
move, The fact that he is new not 
only to Andover but to Massachu- 
setts were cited as reasons for 
this attitude, 

Bowen and the Town Employees 
Assoc, came into open conflict 
on Ballot Question 8 after he 
approached the organization with 
a proposal for a municipally ad- 
ministered merit system, The 
association countered with full 
support for the public works em=- 
ployees.

An End To Secrecy 


Hampton Beach niots, drag races on public highways, 
cocktail parties for teenagers, Easter debauches in 
Florida and vandalism that goes far beyond the ornery 
pranks each generation tolerates from its offsprings - - - 

Such events and their frequently sordid results are 
raising questions that cannot be brushed aside with an 
“It was ever thus!’’ attitude, 

It is a certainty that not all modern teenagers are 
rioters, or vandals - - - or anything but sensitive, intent 
and bound up in the age-old problems of preparing for 
maturity in whatever kind of world history deals them. 

It may be true that on a percentage basis youngsters 
today are no better nor any worse than those of earlier 
generations, It may be that people the world over are just 
as moral as they have ever been: that they are simply less 
hypocritical about their immorality. 

Whatever the statistical blend, the results are not the 
same and for one good reason’: traditional age limits on 
all sorts of deportment are shifting. Too many young 
people are mixing adult and teenage behavior patterns, 
the worst of both, with dangerous results. 

Since there can be no return to the Age of Innocence 
it is commendable that some in positions of public re- 
sponsibility are for action, for taking a fresh approach to 
coping with today’s youth until they are grown up enough 
to cope with themselves, 

There was conviction in last week’s statement by Dis- 
trict Court Judge Arthur A. Thomson of North Andover 
declaring that juvenile defendants who come before him 
will no longer be protected from public knowledge of their 
misbehavior. ‘‘Secrecy alone,’’ he maintains, ‘‘is not the 
cause of (the) growth in juvenile deliquency, but we can 
be sure that secrecy has not cured this evil.” 

Unquestionably some youths flout the law, knowing that 
their age isan effective legal shield. Others are grateful 
for the protection when careless disregard for property and 
human safety involves them in accidental trouble. 

Exposure will not push every young violator into the 
straight and narrow, but a dose of embarassment and the 
demand that they accept open responsibility for mistakes 
may salvage some who might otherwise come to laugh at 
our system of jurisprudence. 

It is a technique that has been successful in curbing 
under-18 law breakers in Montana where Judge ‘Lester H. 
Loble of Helena who waged and won a five year battle to 
get juvenile felons and traffic violators into open court. 
In the first 18 months after passage of Montana’s open- 
court law, felony cases in Loble’s district alone were cut 
49 percent and traffic cases, 75 percent. 

One petition which helped to get this act through the 
legislature was signed by 400 youngsters who said they 
were tired of taking the blame for the actions of youthful 
hoodlums whose names were kept out of print. 

Also aimed at the control of the young, is the effort of 
two Massachusetts legislators to curb mischief on wheels 
by making 18, not 16, the legal age for licensed automo- 
bile drivers. Behind moves to raise the age limit are Rep. 
Albert P. Pettoruto (Andover) and Rep. George 'L. Sacco 
(Medford). 

Sacco proposes, in addition, that junior or restricted 
licenses be issued to 16 and 17 year olds who would have 
to stay off highways between the hours of 1 a.m. and 5 
a.m. unless driving with a parent or legal guardian. 

While religious leaders, educators and medical men 
puzzle about what can be done to keep kids a little longer 
in a world that demands educational scientific, cultural 
and business achievement at increasingly early ages, law 
enforcement people have to be realistic in their handling

In 1951 Miss Putnam launched

In 1952 the library began its 
service to Andover elementary 
schools, in the beginning carry~- 
ing MHL books into the schools 
and finally assuming responsi- 
bility for the building of per- 
manent school libraries with 
School Department funds. 

By keeping an ear open for 
teacher suggestions on books 
that will tie in with curriculum 
plans, the MHL has managed to 
stock and staff the school libra- 
ries without the sort of clash 
between public librarian-educa- 
tor attitudes that could have 
throttled this unique program, 

In 1958 the library print col- 
lection was started with the idea 
that home exposure to prints of 
good paintings would encourage 
borrowers to decide upon and 
purchase prints for their own 
permanent pleasure, For the fabu- 
lous fee of 25 cents for twomonths, 
library card holders can borrow 
a print and hang it at home, 

In 1961 the new children’s wing 
was dedicated and the microfilm 
reader was purchased, In 1963 
the Board of Trustees, with the 
Selectmen’s blessing, accepted a 
state invitation for this library to 
serve as a geographical regional 
center in the gradually emerging 
Eastern Regional Public Library 
System. 

Under 1960 State legislation, 
MHL will receive funds for per- 
sonnel and both circulating and 
reference books which would be 
available for use by residents in 
this entire area, 

Central and Western regions 
are already in operation withtheir 
sub-library system, but Miss Put- 
nam reports that it is taking 
longer to formulate plans for a 
region that encompasses about 
three million people and 180 cities 
and towns,
